Smooth Hamlet 


Ross Harrison as Hamlet provides a powerful, 
yet smooth, interpretation of the Grebanier theory 
of the tragical hero. 

The Grebanierian theory holds, in contrast to 
the Freudian theory, Hamlet was indeed sane and 
mad only in craft. 

Harrison is a veteran to the Phillip Hall stage, 
having portrayed Lachie in “The eart” 
last season. Director C.L. Ford cast Harrison from 
10 prospective Hamlets early in December.

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In the role of the King of Denmark is Hugh 
can begremembered from as the 
husband in ‘The Torchbearers’’, first play of the 
year. 

The King, as the antagonist, provides the mo- 
tivating force behind Hamlet’s drastic deeds and 
‘‘mad like” hasty decisions. 


Wispy and Beautiful 


The only true mad person in the play (at 
least in the fourth act) is Ophelia played by. Gena 
Baumhofer. The wispy and beautiful Ophelia 
seems like a feather as she floats through her 
scenes. ; 

Offering comic release is the job of Don For- 
ney as Polonius. Forney brings to the Phillips 
Hall stage three semesters of acting experience. 
Polonius is the senile and quite stupid prime min- 
ister to the King of Denmark. 

Throughout the five acts of the play, there is 
one character who remains relatively ignorant to 
the goings’-on in her castle. Portrayed by Jan 
Craemer, the Queen tries desperately, but to no 
avail, to discover the cause of her son’s “‘lunacy”’. 


Master Storyteller

_ The costumes, as designed by Ford, leave very 
little to the imagination in the realms of color 
and Elizabethan authenticity. Ford, along with 
ten enthusiastic costumers, has constructed fifty 
flowing gowns and magnificent robes.

Robert Blaustone as set designer has devised 
a completely functional, yet striking stage set- 
ting. The action of the play spans a period of 
several weeks, all taking place in various rooms 
and closets of the castle.
